He sta ted he 
thinks this, exemplified by the recent appearance of VIRGINIA 
SHACLEFORE before the Tacoma School Board where she attacked 
a certain psychological test she alleged had been sued by the 
schools and at the same time was attacking the entire intelligence 
and aptitude tading program of the school system. He stated 
this is Just the type of Irresponsible and extreme activity 
in which these extreme right groups Indulge, in this oase to 
the detriment of a very necessary testing program in the 
sohool systems. He stated that as a result of this hearing, 
a group of psychologists and psychiatrists in Tacoma have 
abked him to speak before them at an early date to relate his - 
experiences at the hands o f these righ t groups in Phoenix. 

He stated that probably as^^^Hl^^he should remain quiet 
but his conscience will not permit him not to speak out against 
these 'things which he opposes. He said this will be a small 
private meeting and he has been promised that the press will 
not be present. However, he has no real assurance that this

IRON CURTAIN ON THE CAMPUS 


The iron curtain of conformity 
over the majority of campuses In 
this country has long been accepted 

-certainly by your editor—but it 

lb shocking to rup up against It 
personally for the first time. 

There has been much written on 
this subjeot, insludlng the excell¬ 
ent book, "Collectivism on the Csfap- 
us" by Dr. E. Merrill- Root, to 
show that indoctrination has taken 
the place of education on far too 
many campuses. 

As you know, the picture "Op¬ 
eration Abolition" has been shown 
extensively throughout the entire 
country. It has really hurt the 
cause of Communism, which, of 
course, has brought forth a stream 
of vituperation against the pic¬ 
ture. 

Two commentaries on the pic¬ 
ture-First, it shows the tac¬ 

tics of Communists against any ex- 
Communist testifying against the. 
conspiracy. The entire demonstra¬ 
tion which took plaoe In the hear¬ 
ing room was In order to try to 
embarrass Barbara Hartle, who.had 
been called to testify before the 
HUAC on the reorganization of the 
Communist Party In California. 

Such former Communists are call¬ 
ed "stool pigeons" and "informers" 
by the Communists, among other ep¬ 
ithets. 

In 1955, J. Edgar Hoover ex¬ 
plained why ex-Communists afe so 
Important. He said: "In recent 
years, there has been a determined 
cempalgn designed to deprive lawi 
enforcement of the use of the time 
tested and valued confidential In¬ 
formant. This campaign of vitup¬ 
eration Is part and parcel of Com¬ 
munist strategy to convert the 
courtroom Into a forum to discred¬ 
it the Judicial processes* For 
the most part, the techniques of . 
the smear has been devised by Com¬ 
munist lawyers, skilled in conceal¬ 
ing foul and despicable acts be¬ 
hind. the Fifth Amendment. They 
employ tactics which even the most 
unscrupulous underworld ‘mouth¬ 
piece' would frown upon as lmpropa*. 

"The inroads that Communist 
propaganda has made in influencing 
law-abiding Americans, whofallto 
realize that criminal conspiracies 
are conceived behind closed doors 
under the cover of darkness, are,- 
disheartening. It is through the; 
efforts of confidential informants 
that we have been able to expose 
the Communist conspiracy in the; 
past, and through them we must 
stake much of the future security 
of the United States. That Is why 


such a vicious and sustained attack 
has been made against former Com¬ 
munists who have f last hand knowledge 
of the secret, dlabolioal purposes 
of the Communist Party. 

"Those now furthering the cam¬ 
paign of vituperation against wit¬ 
nesses say that the Communist men¬ 
ace is a myth created by those who 
testified against it. Therefore, 
to destroy the myth, they feel it 
Is necessary to destroy the witness¬ 
es. They refuse to recognize the 
Communist enslavement of one third 
of the world's people and one fourth 
of the world's surface. These wit¬ 
nesses have been sross-examined in 
our courts, observed by Judges and 
Juries and they have been brought 
under the penetrating eye of the 
American press. 

"The Communists, bent on weak¬ 
ening our American way of life, 
have now turned to enlist other in¬ 
dividuals and groups to convey pro¬ 
paganda designed to discredit truth. 

"It is through the 'pseudolito- 
eral* that the Communist do some 
of their moat destructive work. 
These fictitious liberals are the 
Individuals who through Insidiously 
slanted and sly propagandists 
writings and reports oppose urgent¬ 
ly needed internal-security measures 
conduct a one-sided campaign to 
discredit Government witnesses, 
present the menace of Communism as 
a myth of hysteria, urge that wa; 
tolerate the subversive acts of 
Communists because Communists are. 
only 'nonconformists,* contend that 
the Communist Party is a 'polltlca ® 1 
movement and that it is Improper to 
consider it a criminal conspiracy 
linked to a world conspiracy to 
overthrow our Government by force 
and vidlenoe. 

"Constructive criticism and 
oonstant evaluation of-methods, 7 .- 
procedures, and accomplishments In 
an objective manner Is the way to 
progress. But the eagerness of 
some to attack everyone and every¬ 
thing related to the exposure of 
the Communist conspiracy In this 
country is hardly the mark of the- 
true liberal. Indeed, the true 
liberal is opposed to everything 
Communism represents, for the very 
nature of Communism Is the anti¬ 
thesis of liberalism." His words 
are still true today. 

FIFTH AMENDMENT 

The second comment on the ef¬ 
fect of the picture Is that It ex¬ 
poses those who misuse the Fifth 
Amendment. Such people have every 
right to Invoke the Fifth Amendment 
in order "not to Incriminate them-

For those of our renders Who 
may not hnve covered some of the 
material on this subject, wo pre¬ 
sent the following. 

After following hundreds of 
hearings and the testimony of hun¬ 
dreds of witnesses, It Is obvious 
that most of those who use the Am¬ 
endment rre very willing to testi¬ 
fy frrnxly and honestly about eusry— 
thing except their Communist affi¬ 
liations, n cqualntances and activi¬ 
ties. Invariably such witnesses 
are accompanied by lawyers who 
have appeared again and again at 
the hearings to caution their cli¬ 
ents against answering any question 
about Communism, and urging them 
to invoke the Fifth Amendment? and 
refuse to answer on the ground that 
the question, if answered thnth- 
fully, might subject the witness 
to criminal prosecution,, 

The Communist Party has laid 
down a hard and fast directive to 
its membership. Party members are: 
not permitted to acknowledge their 
Communist affiliations, as many 
of them would really prefer, be¬ 
cause thoy would then invite a 
long series of probing question s 
Pbout meetings, dues and other de¬ 
tails the Pprty could not afford; 
to have discussed. On the other 
hand, Party members are not per¬ 
mitted to deny Party membership 
because the committee might then 
produce undercover agents or for¬ 
mer Party members to prove the: 
witness a Ifear and thus lay the 
basis for a perjury conviction— 
which Is a felony. 

Invariably, where a witness 
appears with one of the lawyers 
who habitually handles such mat¬ 
ters for the Communist Party,:., 
the witness invokes the F.A. and, 
the committee possesses an exten¬ 
sive dossier showing that the wit¬ 
ness has been active In a long ar¬ 
ray of Communist front organiza¬ 
tions, has subscribed to various 
propaganda media, has associated 
with known Communists-, and has 
gnncrally aided and a betted the? 
Party line and Communist cause,. 

There Is a very sharp line of 
demacant;Ion between this type of 
witness, and the type who has no 
dossier. This type la subpened, 
not because of any suspicion of 
subversive activity, but because 
the committee desires to obtain 
the benefit of his testimony un¬ 
der oath. If heis accompanied by 
an attorney, which is rare, such 
lawyers are invprlably found to 
have no record of affIllationvtfltti 
Communist causes, and neither the 
attorney or dUent exhibit animo¬ 
sity toward the committee andvhen 
asited whether or not he la a mem¬ 


ber of the Party, the witness will 
answer, without bolng prompted by 
his lawyer—"No." 

COMMISSION OF JURISTS 

One of the moat Important de¬ 
clarations on this subject was de¬ 
livered by a distinquished Inter¬ 
national commission of Jurists who 
advised Secretary Trygve Lie con¬ 
cerning his duty to discharge from 
the UN employ any American who re¬ 
fused to testify before congress 
sional committees. 

When a witness invokes the fifth 
Amendment, the commission wrote: 

"In our opinion a person who 
invokes this privilege can only 
lawfully do so in circumstances, 
where tho privilege exists. If In 
reliance upon the privilege a per¬ 
son refuses to answer a question, 
he Is only Justified In doing so 
if he believes or Is advised that 
In answering he would become a wit¬ 
ness against himself. In other 
words, there can be no Justifica¬ 
tion for claiming the privilege 
unless the person claiming the pri¬ 
vilege believes or is advised that 
his answer would be evidence a- 
galnst himself of the commission ' 
of some criminal offense. It fol¬ 
lows from this. In our opinion, 
that a person cAMalng this privi¬ 
l ege cannot t hereafter be heardto_ 
s ay that his answer. If It had 
bean gi ve n, would not have been 
s elf--Incriminatory. He is In the 
dilemma that either his answer 
would, have been self-lncrlmlnatory 
or if not, he has Invoked his con¬ 
stitutional privilege without Just 
cause. As, in our Opinion, he 
cannot bo heard to allege the lat¬ 
ter, &e must bp cialmlng tho pri¬ 
vilege be held to have admitted 
the former . Moreover, the exe r¬ 
cise of this privilege creates so 
strong a suspicion of guilt that 
the fact of Its exercise must be 
with-held from a jury In a crimi¬ 
nal trial. 

“It Is clear also that, In ad¬ 
dition to arousing a suspicion of 
guilt, the plea of privilege may 
well affect conditions of employ¬ 
ment. The privilege Is an abscn- 
lute right and It Is legal In tho 
United States to assert It, but 
It does not follow that a witness 
claiming this privilege, whether 
he be a national of the United 
States or otherwise, suffers no 
ill consequences by the mere fact 
of his asswnting the privilege. n 
CONCLUSIONS 

The California Committee on 
Un-American Activities summed It 
up this way-—"As we see it, only 
an Idiot or an enthusiastic pro- 
Communlst could regard anyonefcho 
immediately floes behind the Fifth 



Amendment when questioned about 
Communist matters, who is Invariab¬ 
ly represented by fellow-traveling 
or Communist lawyers and whose dos¬ 
sier reflects a steady pattern of 
Communist acltdty over a period of 
years, without having suspicion® 
aroused concerning the pro—Commun¬ 
ist proclivities of the individual, 

"And to this committee, it is’ 
a disgusting spectacle to see per¬ 
sons employed by state, county and 
municipal governments, /as teachers 
or members of university faculties 
at the expense of the taxpayer, ar¬ 
rogantly refuse to s tate to a leg¬ 
islative committee whether or not 
they are Communists."

HERE'S THAT "DRAFT ACT" AGAIN l 

It is recognized by response, 
lble citizens that there is a pro¬ 
blem In mental health Just as there 
Is a problem in physical health, 
and the two are often Inseparably 
connected. It is the desire and 
goal of all of us that the suffer¬ 
ers of mental illness as well as 
the sufferers of physical illness 
have available the very highest 
grade of care at a price they can 
afford to jay. 

On the record, the voluntary 
rendition of medical care has giv¬ 
en to the American people the 



highest grade of care In the world. 
Just as has the private enterprise 
system given those people the high¬ 
est scale of living, and the two 
are inseparably connected. The 
problem of mental health Is in no 
Important particular different fion; 
the problem of physical health. 

The solution of this problem Is 
not more government, nor more col¬ 
lectivism, but more emphasis upon 
individual responsibility. Indivi¬ 
dual self reliance and in dividual 
respect. Particularly, those who 
are mentally 111 must not be; given 
into the hands of bureaucrats to 
dealt with as they please. 

MENTAL HEALTH PROGRAM 
In London, 1958, The International 
Congress on Mental Health formed 
the present World Mental Health 
Federation. One significant state¬ 
ment made at that meeting was- 

"Principles of mental health can¬ 
not be successfully furthered in 
any society unless there Is pro¬ 
gressive acceptance of the concept 
of world citizenship.. World oltl- 
zenahip can be widely extended a- 
mong all peoples through the ap^/S-j 
plications of the principles of . ‘ 
mental health. 11 

In order to remold the w orld - ■ 
in their axmcept, they recommended* 
legislation to be promoted In each 
country, "A Draft Act Governing 
the Hospitalization of the Mental¬ 
ly Ill." 

As IntDDduced In this country, 
the Draft Act Is a skeleton or mo¬ 
del bill designed forsddoptlon by 
all states and territories and by 
the federal government. Particu¬ 
larly significant Is the Introduc¬ 
tion In this Draft Act ofa new and 
greatly broadened definition of 
mental Illness resting upon what. 

Its proponents claim Is a more 
humanitarian philosophy. 

The Draft Act defines the men¬ 
tally ill person ss "oi±b who is 
suffering with a psychiatric distress 
or other disease that substantially 
Impairs his mental health." This 
could Include,in addition to an In¬ 
dividual presenting* the symptoms* 
of a recognized psychoses, almost 
any form of mental aberration oxr 
personality disturbance, Including 
an Individual who differs from the 
current political line of his com¬ 
munity and insists upon his Ameri¬ 
can right to express that dlffer- 
ence of opinion publiolv. 

PIECE BY PIECE 

In the state of Washington, IhQ; 
introduction of the Draft Act be¬ 
gan in 1951 when the entire pro¬ 
gram regarding mentally ill per¬ 
sons was completely rewritten, 
and the act is calle "Title ?1 ROW. 

The official explanation is: 

"Title 71 RCW is presently entitled 
* . — * *• . , 


1 Insane, Feeble-minded, Mentally 
Ill Persons, Rnd Inebriates*. 

Since the adoption of RCW In 1951» 
in fact commencing with the 1951 
sossion, the law on this subject 
has been extensively amended, to 
the point of this material in 
Title 72 which relates to state In¬ 
stitutions." So It began In 1951« 

Since then, there hnvo been 
some 70 revisions. Two years ago, 
we— successfully fought to have one 
particularly bad section amended. 

Now, under the guise of pro¬ 
viding better facilities and ser¬ 
vices for humanitarian reason, for 
the mentally 111, House Bill 99 
would authorize this state to en¬ 
ter into a compaot with all other 
states and territories In order to 
transfer any patient to any other 
state. 

This would be done "upon olin- 
lcal determinations Indicating ttiat 
the oare and treatment of said pa¬ 
tient would be facilitated or Im¬ 
proved thereby." 

Those responsible for making this 
decision would be the "medical or 
other appropriate cldnbdal author¬ 
ities.” This Is a misuse of the 

word "clinical"-who are clinical 

authorities, since the word "clin¬ 
ical" defines bedside or actual' 
observation In treatment of pat¬ 
ients b$) a physicla*. as contrasted 
to theoretical or experimental 
treatment. 

At the present time, the def¬ 
inition of "mental Illness" Is too 
broad, yet this bill broadens the 
definition even more. '"Mental 
Illness* shall mean mental disease 
to such extent that a person so 
afflicted requires care and treat¬ 
ment for his own welfare, or the 
welfare of others, or of the com¬ 
munity. " 

However,sincere the proponents 
may be, this gives dangerous pow¬ 
er to those who night want to mis¬ 
use that power.

Having "been your great admirer for many years, 1 hesitate 
now to voice even one word of criticism. However, believing that 
this is an important issue and in the spirit of constructive crit¬ 
icism, I should like to akk you about something which has disturbed 
many of us in reading "Masters of Deceit".

Just as all of the Communist^front organizations and all other 
psuedo-liberal groups do, the ADL and AJC have been active in promoting 
the idea of a World Government based on the misleading, humanist doc¬ 
trine of the "Brotherhood of Man". This can oe found in such films of 
the ADL aa "Boundary Lines", "Brotherhood of Man", "One People", "Man— 
One Family", and "We Are All Brothers" which is based on the pamphlet 
"The Races of Mankind", which I am sure you know. 


They tread lightly when it comes to open and overt opposition 
to Christianity, but they deplore in the budgetjthe: "Intensification 
of religious separatism as maflifested by the growth of parochial 
schools". (p. 95) They want all children sent to public schools in 
an atmosphere ofsecularism, and any one who wishes to pay to send his 
children to a parochial or other religious school, is accused of 
"religious separatism".

To further the growth of secularism in the public schools, 
the ADI and AJC _&££_spearheading a movement to rem ove every vestige of 
Christmas. of the ADL 

redently, tha^ir^somecommunTtie^variou^rengious groups "who for 
years have lived side by side in complete amity, have suddenly been 
torn apart by the conflict" over the celebration of religious holidays 
such as Christmas and Easter. If Christians and Jews "lived side by 
side in complete amity" until the "current frictions"—the question 
rni^ht be well asked—who has caused the "current frictions"? 


It can certainly be laid to the AD-^ and AJC and their demand 
that the Christmas holidays be called the "winter holidays", that 
no cribs be displayed on school properties, and that only folk songs 
such as "Deck the Halls with Bo»ughs of Hoily" be sung. The drive 
they have instituted can be found in the pamphlet distributed by the 
AJC called "Christmas in July", which states that the drive against 
Christmas must start in July, since the closer we get to Christmas, 
the more sentimental people get and then they will not listen to the 
demands of the AJC. 


As self-styled opponents of censorship and pressure groups, 
they pressure school authorites to censor Christmas ciiebrations. As 
alleged defenders of civil rights, they are more concerned with the 
atheistic and secularistic minority groups than with the traditional 
rights of the great majority of Americans. 



In the ontroversy over the display of a crib in Levittown, 
‘L.-I., a local newspaper said "We suspect that the slogan ’Keep Christ 
in Christmas’ has anti-simitic overtones." The ADL made no protest 
to this deifiamation. 

There is a great deal more, but tiis' report must not be too/ 
long. I hope that this short summary has clearly represented what 
we believe to be valid suspicions of the actual motives of those who 
run the ADL and AJC. In the field of psuedo-liberalism, it is quite 
oifficult sometimes to make the premise seem really valid, since their 
propaganda is subtle and pervasive and hard to pin down to a hard and 
fast fact. 


One more question-we are somewhat puzzled regaroing your 

classification of Howard East as an ex-communist. We understood you 
to say on various occasoions that the only true ex-communist is one 
who eo-operates fully with the ZB I and congressional committees and 
who tells all he knows about the party activities. Has Howard East 
done this? In view of the type of thing he is saying from lecture 
platforms all over the country, his rationalizing the activities of 
the party and the excuses he makes up for his former activities-- 
we have not believed that he is a true ex-communist and therefore, 
he is even more dangerous, since he now presumably carries the res¬ 
pectability of one. 
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TO THE TACOMA SCHOOL BOARD, TAX PAYERS AND INTERESTED CITIZENS! 


For several years there has bean a growing awareness on the part of a major¬ 
ity of parents and citizens that there are certain deficiencies in our educational 
system. These criticisms have resulted in the failure of important bond and mil- 
lage issues all over the country. This same situation has been and is apparent in 
Tacoma, and we fully realize the importance of gaining support for the school mil- 
lags. 


For many years education has been based on the alleged democratic "life- 
adjustment" philosophy. The results of this approach have been the main basis for 
dissatisfaction. As an example, at a recent conference of high school principals 
held in Chicago, one speaker saidi "It is high time we make the raw assumption 
that it is the mind of the student with which the school is most concerned and not 
•jwith his adjustment with society." Until the taxpayers and parents are convinced 
((that the proper emphasis will be placed on fundamental education, it is apparent 
, 'vjthat the millage may again be defeated. 



^i We fully support the statement made by the Council for Basic Education, Vash- 

iigton, D.C. regarding the proper function of the school system? 

"We hold that schools exist to provide the essential skills of language, 
numbers and orderly thought and to transmit in a reasoned pattern the 
intellectual, moral and aesthetic heritage of civilized man. .... 

We urge educators to demand more of our children than is expected of them at 
the present. Viis would not return to the repressive regimentation of the 
'old time schools' but neither do we countenance the all too frequent 
alternative of schools that are but glorified play-pens in which children 
are to be amused until they are old enough to walk to the platform for a 
diploma." 

To support this premise, we present an eight point program for a sound 
educational philosophyi 


1. Public schools exist solely for the furnishing of education to our youth. 
Education is the process of equipping the student with the tools of knowledge so 
that the student may be able to form his own conclusions. 


2. The PURPOSE of public school education is to prepare the individual for 
life as a responsible participating citizen in a republic with an econonomy based 
on private ownership of the means of production. 

3. The classrooms of the public schools should not be used to indoctrinate 
the 3tudent in any idealogy foreign to our American way of life. 

4. The schools should develop in the student an appreciation of the great¬ 
ness of our country, its Constitution and its history. 

5. The public schools belong to the people of the local community who sup¬ 
port them, and to the parents of the children who attend them; it is the right 
of the people of the local districts to determine the kind of education and tha 
administrative policies of those local districts. There is no authority in the 
Constitution for interference by tha Federal Government in the matters of educa¬ 
tion and the public schools. 

6. The majority of cloesroom teachers are sincere and hard working persons? 
they are often forced into teaching practices objectionable to themselves, as well 
as to parents and the public at large. 

7. The "equal protection of the laws" clause of our Constitution is the only 
mention of "equality" contained in that document. It presupposes that inequality 
naturally flows from freedom itself and which makes such "protection" appropriate. 
There is no provision in the Constitution which provides for the socialistic 
leveling of all persons to one degree of mediocrity, 

8. Competition is a vital part of our American way of life and private 
schools have the right to compete with public schools on an equal basis. Schol¬ 
astic achievements should be graded upon a competitive basis against defined 
standards. 


We present the following suggestions after careful research based upon the 
opinions of nationally known educators and even more important, upon the opinions 
expressed by innumerable citizens of Tacoma from all walks of life. Although we 
realize the time is short, it is our sincere conviction that action taken on the 
following suggestions will aid the School Board and Administration to answer the 




criticisms of the taxpayers and will gain the needed support to pass the millage. 

I, V/e recommend that immediate action be taken to implement the proposed 
"Classical High School" presented by I*r. Arthur R, Anderson. Unfortunately there 
seems to be some misunderstanding regarding the entrance requirements for this 
high school. Our understanding is that this.school would not only bd for the 
advanced student but for any student desiring to enter and complete the course of 
study. The following statement of the Council for Basic Education expresses the 
need for such a schooli 

"Our society needs minds that have been toughened and disciplined, 
furnished with a goodly number of the essential facts of a complex world, 
trained to think hard and straight. Schools that conceive their function 
as something less than or different from this are not preparing our children 
for the competition they will encounter in the market places and forums of 
the world. Schools that set their curricular demands in response merely to 
the whims and fleeting interests (or lack of interest) of the undiecrimin- 
ating youngsters whom they should teach to discriminate, are letting ua — 
and our children — down. Schools that are content to teach children to 
'adjust' to the life that they should learn to approach critically and 
independently; schools that set their standards at the level of the interests 
and abilities of the mediocre or inferior pupils and promote the dullest 
and least industrious alongside superior pupils who have never been pushed 
to exert themselves — these schools are selling society, and morality, and 
our children, short," 

Grayson Kirk, President of Columbia University also said recently, "bany a 
bright student finds only boredom in a class where the intellectual level is 
pitched to the duller students." Host students rise to any real challenge. 

As for the criticisms regarding the segregation of such students from their 
•classmates, v/e fesl this is not harmful, since every field of business, cultural 
and military endeavor is based on the inevitable segregation for the training of 
the more competent. As for adjustment and friendships, to quote a woman at a 
recent meeting held to discuss Dr, Anderson's plan, "If a boy is cute, it will 
make little difference to a girl which school he goes to." 

It is not undemocratic, as has been charged, since true democracy is based on 
the encouragement of the full realization of each person's capabilities. The 
opportunity should be provided for those who can use it. It ie undemocratic to 
provide less than the be6t for the entire student body. 

As to the cost, students will be divided among the three high schools anyway 
and turning Stadium over to this plan would therefore require little extra cost. 

If the School Board feel8 that it ia to costly, we would like to have the facts 
and figures made public immediately to allow a proper evaluation to be made by 
the public of the validity of any such contention. 

II. In addition to the above plan, we feel that the curricula should be 
tightened generally, in order to benefit all etudents. This idea is exemplified 
by the philosophy of the Lane Technical High School in Chicago. Even in such a 
purely technical high school, the courses of study prepare each student f.or 
college if he so desires. They contend thati 

"Children of average ability or less will also be called on to judge and vote 
and take a stand. It cay take then longer to learn the leesons of history, 
sciencs, and the other intellectual disiplines. They can only learn them 
within the linite of individual capacity. But within those limits, learn 
them they must for the sake of their own dignity and social responsibility. 
Both they and society ore cheated and demeaned when they are encouraged to 
settle for a mechanical skill in an intellectural vecuum, the first time the 
going gets rough." 

Among the wealth of suggestions brough to our attention to revise the 
curricula are the fpllowingj 

'i'Viv . >V 

A. The minimum requirements for ell high school graduates should bs three 
years of English,, two years of mathematics, four years of history — beginning 
with one year of ancient and medieval history in the ninth grade — one year of 
chemistry and one year of physics. This would provide a firm foundation for all 
fields of endeavor, vocational or otherwise. Students must be prepared to be 



adaptable in a changing industrial world. If they bring trained minds to their 
jobs, they run no risk of technological obsolescence. 

B. Social studies as such, should be eliminated (Family Relations, etc.) In 
the past three decades, many parents did abrogate this responsibility. Home - 
making, cooking and sewing were no longer taught at home. However, in view of the 
cost of education today, we feel that this responsibility must be reassumed by the 
home and the only way to make parents accept this is to eliminate it at school. 

Cne semester of cooking, with emphasis on nutrition and one semester of Bewing are 
commendable. Further experience should be obtained in the home, at vocational 
school or in college, for those who wish to specialize. Host students take 
courses like "Family Relations" only to acieve an easy "A", not because they ex¬ 
pect to learn anything new or fundamentally helpful. Family adjustment, dating, 
etc. is the prerogative of the parents. In the few aggravated cases needing real 
help, it should come from the outside— for example medically trained specialists. 
Classes on marriage are provided by churches and other private organizations. 

C. Psychology should be eliminated at the high school level. It cannot be 
properly assimilated during this period of emotional immaturity and should not be 
approached until the college level. 

D. Driving training should be taught either after school, on Saturdays or in 
the summer for a small fee with no credit given. 

E. Those on limited gym who are now required to attend gym class and do 
nothing should be allowed to choose another subject or attend a study hall, 

III. The revised curricula of the State Office of Education should be imple¬ 
mented immediately. Recommended very highly as a supplement in reading for the 
early grades is "Phonetic Keys to Reading" published by the Economy Company, 
Oklahoma City, Oklahoma. It has been tested in many parts of the country and the 
results proven the method to be most effective. It is not designed to supplant 
the present system, but to be used as a supplement and the book is not costly. 

IV. A course should be set up in the high schools to teach about Communism, 
There is at present an excellent text book available, "Democracy Versus Communism" 
by Professor Kenneth Colegrove, D. Van Nostrand Co. Inc. 120 Alexander Street, 
Princeton, N.J., with the aid and support of Dr. Hunt and Bartlett of Teachers 
College, Columbia University and Dr, George S, Counts, formerly Professor of 
Education at Teachers College, 

V. V7e commend the school board in its drive for economy in school buildings. 
We submit the following suggestions, however, for their consideration> 

A. Use blinds instead of drapes wherever possible. 

B. No picture windows — only waist high. 

C. Standard sized plumbing equipment. 

D. Regulation sized plywood. 

E. No custom made equipment. 

F. Utilization of the two or more story buildings instead of the "satellite" 
type of school. 

Because of the fluctuation of population in various districts, we recommend 
the "cottage plan," used extensively in California for lower grades, be carefully 
examined. This provides for one or more cottages every several blocks, putting 
one within easy walking distance for each small child. These cottages provide 
e home like atmosphere v/hich aids in easier adjustment in the first grade, when 
the cottage is no longer necessary, it can be revised for a minimal sum and sold 
as a house. These cottages are for the first three grades giving more room for 
the fourth, fifth and sixth grades in the present school buildings. 

VI. The problem of discipline in schools is being solved in many commun¬ 
ities by formulating more stringent rules and imposing stricter punishment. For 
example, at Roosevelt High School in Washington, D.C., the principal permits no 
T-shirts or dungarees, no ducktail haircuts, not even rolled sleeves. Her forth¬ 
right and realistic approach has raised the morals and behaviour in a formerly 
difficult area and ha3 also raised the scholastic standing. The school adminis¬ 
tration must take the lead in enforcing discipline within the schools and most 
parents will certainly agree and support such a move. 
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VII. We must beware of the plans that money, a lot more money till rectify 
the deficiencies of tho school system. The proposed Foderal Aid for Scholerships 
is entirely unnecessary. £)very year many scholarships go begging for lack of 
takers. Thero are ample low-interest loans, payable on e long term basis, 
available for any student wishing to atte_nd collogo. 

If the government enters this field, it will inevitably tend to decrocse 
the initiative of parents who purchase colloge endowment policies for their 
young ones. Federal Scholarships will decrease the endowments given by private 
industries. The old time philosophy, "Do the best you can today and trust God 
to tako cere of the future" has long sinco boon changed to "Do the least you can 
today and trust the government to tako care of your, future." Government scholar¬ 
ships v/ill oncourage this attitude and will coddle the students who leave college 
because they cennot efford both a car and cn education. Why should we provide a 
free eduection so that they can keop tho cars? 

life must also bowaro of overemphasis in tho field of science since those 
proposed scholarships are mcinly to encourage prospective scientists. The 
attitudo of the schools should bo to provide the best education possible to form 
a well rounded foundation to prepare the student either for college or life. The 
proposed "classical high school" for instance, is well bclancod and provides tho 
proper foundation to enable students to thon specialize in any field, whether 
they go to colloge or into vocational treining. 

As for Fodercl Aid to tho schools, itis also unnecessary. The figures of 
the U.S, Office of Education bear out this contention clthough the proponents 
tond to ignore these figures. Enrollment in the schools has doubled sinco 1900, 
Educational expenditures during the same period have multiplied twelve times 
over. While construction in private industry has increased 50$ since 1929, 
school construction has increased 175$ in the same period. According to those 
figures, during tho school year 1954-55 school enrollment increased by 
1,100,000 calling for the construction of an additional 36,000 classrooms 
(based on 30 pupils to a room.) Actually there wore 60,000 rooms built. This 
seme ratio applies to each school year during tho last 15 years. There will be 
approximately 96,000 rooms built during this 1957-58 year. 

Tho proposed Kelly Bill for Foderal Aid to Eduection would have provided 
$6,355,000 to the State of Washington in 1957, Another bill proposes a much 
simpler and more realistic answer to the problem of more money. The Scrivener 
Bill proposes that after all federal taxes are gathered, the State Internal 
Revenue Director would turn over to the State just one per cent of those taxes. 
That one per cent would have provided Washington State with $7,114,000 during 
1957, This bill, therefore, provides more money and avoids all semblance of 
any control from Washington, D.C. The Supreme Court has already ruled that where 
Federal coney goes, there also may go federal control. Supporting the Scrivener 
Bill would avoid this. Further facts disproving the need for Federal Aid to 
Education can be obtained from the State Office for Public Education in Olympia. 

VIII. The problems of revising curricula, economizing, providing buildings, 
teachers, etc. are not easy, W'e do not believe that our proposals are the 
complete answers by any means. These are only presented as a basis for a start 
in the right direction. More money is not the answer. Less money is not the 
answer either. Only money wisely spent by emphasizing the essentials and 
eliminating the non-essentials will provide the education demanded by today's 
technical world. 

The attitude toward what is essential must also change. For some thirty 
years, those who have controlled our educational system have had their way and 
have had ample time to prove their system. It has obviously failed according to 
the taxpayers who are in a mood to deny any further funds until some changes 
take place. Until we are willing to grant a primacy of intellectual training, 
more money v/ill only buy more of the same product. Twice as many badly educated 
students is not the solution. 

Since present educationists understand only the "child-centered" type of 
education, we must now call on the educators who, for many years, have warned 
of the drift toward mediocrity. Sputniks suddenly coalesced the growing 
criticisms of those who knew something was wrong, tut not exactly what. 


The first place to go for advice, of course, is the Office of Public 
Instruction, Mr. Lloyd Andrews, State Superintendent. However, the public must 
realize that fir. Andrews can only advise. He needs full public support in order 
to bring about his plans for revising the school system. We also urge the 
school board to contact the Council for Easic Education, 208 Union Trust Build¬ 
ing, Washington, D.C. This is a group of educators and others, all specialists 
in their line, who will undertake to organize a community wide survey and who 
will provide a firm, sensible plan for your consideration. In revising the 
school system, investigate the possibilities in their plan. 

V.'e have not intended this docuraont as direct criticism of any member of the 
school board or of the administration. Much of what is wrong with our present 
school system happened long before they took over. We present it with the hope 
that it nay help to rectify some of the main problems which have been the target 
of most of the criticism. 

We also hope that all interested citizens who read this document v/ill 
support any one or all of our proposals and that they will take the time and 
trouble to send their own suggestions to the School Board, After all the Board 
can only take action when it knov/s v/hat you want, lake your wishes known and 
then support them.
